RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY 


This  survey  is  still  far  from  complete  and  the  prospects  of  such  a target  bein 
reached  cannot  bo  considered  until  the  Ryedale  Joint  Tirater  Board  take  over  water 
supplies  together  with  their  management.  Whenever  an  opportunity  presents  itself] 
an  inspection  is  made  and  records  are  prepared  but  it  is  now  considered  to  be  of 
little  value  in  this  form.  When  the  Department  loses  its  water  supply  responsib- 
ilities inspections  of  all  habited  houses  will  be  made. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  has  proceeded  in  this  District  as  and  when  such 
houses  became  empty.  By  reason  of  the  position  of  such  houses  it  has  been  necessar; 
to  make  Closing  Orders  rather  than  Demolition  Orders.  No  houses  were  demolished 
during  the  year  but  2 Closing  Orders  were  made.

HOUSING  ACT,  1939  - IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

A steady  flow  of  applications  for  grant  aid  towards  the  cost  of  modernising 
houses  are  received  and  considered  by  the  Council.  It  has  been  noticeable  that 
most  of  the  applications  are  now  for  Standard  u rants  and  during  the  year  21  such 
applications  were  received  against  8 for  the  Discretionary  Grant. 

17  of  the  Standard  Grant  applications  were  approved  and  covered  the  provision 
of  16  baths,  15  w ash-hand  basins,  13  hot  water  supplies,  16  water  closets  and  4 
food  stores  at  a total  maximum  cost  of  £2130.  2 applications  received  in  1959  were 
also  approved  and  provided  for  a bath,  wash-hand  basin,  water  supply  (hot)  and  W.C. 
in  each  case.  There  were  two  applications  awaiting  consideration  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


The  other  two  .applications  were  refused  by  the  Council  after  being  informed  by 
the  North  Riding  County  Council  that  the  houses  concerned  would  be  demolished  as  a 1 
rdsult  of  road  widening  operations  within  the  next  15  years. 

/Two 
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Two  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year  under  which  1 wash-hand  basin,  l^hot 
water  supply  and  2 water  closets  were  provided.  This  work  attracted  a grant  of  €153. 

Discretionary  Grants,  although  at  first  not  seeming  quite  so  lucrative  will 
continue  to  he  asked  for  by  the  omer  who  wishes  to  completely  modernise  his  prop- 
erty or  by  the  owner  who  has  already  taken  advantage  of  a Standard  Grant  but  eho 
wishes  later  to  complete  his  modernisation  programme. 

It  is  too  early  at  the  moment  for  the  latter  proceedure  to  be  adopted  as 
Standard  Grant  work  is  now  only  really  getting  unfer  way.  The  Act  does,  however 
allow  for  a Discretionary  Grant  to  be  awarded  for  work  not  covered  by  the  Standard 

Grant . 

Two  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  had  not  been  considered  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  but  were  later  approved.  8 applications  were  received  during  the  year  of 
which  6 were  approved  and  the  remaining  two  had  not  been  considered. 

As  a result  of  these  approvals  grants  were  awarded  in  respect  of  8 schemes  at  a 
cost  in  grant  aid  of  £1,967. 

Schemes  completed  during  the  year  totalled  12  in  number  and  a total  of  £2938 
in  grant  aid  was  paid.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  completed  schemes  to  84 
of  which  5 have  provided  additional  dwellings. 

Grant  aid  which  has  been  paid  towards  the  cost  of  these  schemes  now  totals 

£21,115;  10;  0. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  Owner  who  wishes  to  modernise  his  property 
bearing  in  mind  that  a reasonable  standard  of  work  and  satisfactory  accommodation 
must  result.  One  aspect  of  this  work  which  might  be  overlooked  is  the  fact  thc.t 
some  of  these  houses  would  have  been  the  subject  of  shm  clearance  action  if  quite 
expensive  works  of  improvement  had  not  been  carried  out.  18  houses  which  have  been 
improved  with  grant  aid  would  in  all  probability  have  been  demolished.  In  all 
these  cases  the  owners  proportion  of  expense  ..greatly  exceeded  the  amount  of  grant  aid

Land  at  Hut  ton-.le -Hole  is  already  in  the  Council's  possession  for  use  as 
building  land.  Hanning  permission  has  been  obtained  subject  to  the  houses 
being  built  in  natural  stone.  The  increased  cost  of  building  in  stone  has 
necessitated  further  consideration  of  this  project  and  attempts  are  being 
made  to  obtain  supplies  locally. 

The  rent  of  the  new  dwellings  will  most  certainly  be  higher  than  the 
existing  Council  Houses  but  the  need  exists  for  this  accommodation  and  it 
will  be  interesting  to  se  whether  the  houses  or  flats  attract  the  most  applic- 
ants. The  Council  have  constructed  two  bedroom  houses  in  the  past  but  not  two 
bedroom  flats  and  although  there  would  appear  to  be  a demand  for  this  type  of 
accommodation  it  is  a now  venture  and  one  which  will  be  reserved  with  interest.

All  samples  Fere  found  to  be  sat- 
isfactory and  no  other  complaints  have  been  made  regarding  these  supplies. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  following  regulations  came  into  force  in  1959  and  concern  the  construction, 
layout  and  equipment  of  slaughterhouses  and  laira.es  and  the  conditions  to  he 
observed  therein  s- 

fhe  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1953 

The  Slaughterhouse  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1959 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Reports)  Direction  1959 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) (Amendment ) Regulations  1959 

As  a result  of  this  legislation  and  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  reports  were 
prepared  on  the  condition  of  each  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  These 
reports  were  submitted  to  the  Council  and  to  a Sub-Committee  appointed  to  consider 
the  reports.  The  butchers  and  owners  together  with  a representative  of  the  Auction 
Mart  and  the  National  Farmers  Union  were  invited  to  attend. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  it  appeared  that  one  slaughterhouse  vrould  def- 
initely he  brought  up  to  standard  and  that  a possibility  existed  of  another  being 
improved.  The  remaining  three  considered  that  it  would  he  uneconomical  to  bring 
their  premises  to  the  required  standards. 

In  view  of  this  information  the  Council  considered  that  the  slaughterhouse  at 
Nunnington  when  improved  would  be  capable  of  supplying  the  meat  required  in  this 
district  especially  if  augmented  by  supplies  from  improved  premises  at  West  End, 
Kirkbymoorside. 

The  first  day  of  January,  1962  was  recommended  by  the  Council  as  the.  day  whi ch  shoul 
he  appointed  by  the  Minister  for  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  construction 
regulations. 

The  report  was  approved  by  the  Council  on  the  26th  October,  i960  and  after  public- 
ation of  the  notice  of  submission  the  report  ’was  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Agric- 
ulture, Fisheries  and  Food. 

Approval  of  the  1st  day  of  January,  1962  as  the  day  on  which  the  construction 
regulations  come  into  force  in  this  district  was  subsequently  given. 

During  the  year  a total  of  546  beast,  1 cow,  940  sheep,  245  pigs  and  2 calves 
were  examined  and  the  following  carcases  or  parts  were  found  to  he  unfit  for  human 
consumptions  -

Older  vehicles  are  still _ in  use 
throughout  the  district  but  no  complaints  could  be  made  regarding  their  condition 
during  the  year. 


Food  premises  throughout  the  area  ar:  normally  maintained  at  a reasonable  stani 
ard  *f  cleanliness  and  it  is  only  occasionally  that  representation  need  be  made  to  I 
the  vendor.  , 

Each  Market  hay  at  Kirkbymoorside  there  are  usually  three  stalls  retailing 
either  fish,  fruit  or  confectionary.  Regular  inspections  are  made  and  any  points 
requiring  further  action  are  attended  to  without  delay . . 


FOOD  PREPARATION  PIffiMISES 

There  are  3 shops  in  the  district  where  the  trade  of  fish  frying  is  carried 
out.  Sausages,  pies  and  potted  meat  are  manufactured  at  the  premises  of  5 butcherS 
in  the  area.  Generally  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained, 

ICE  CREAM 

All  registered  premises  in  the  District  retail  pre-packed  varieties  of  ice- 
cream and  there  have  been  ho  reasons  for  complaint  during  the  year. 

FOOD  POISONING 

N^  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year.

BAKEHOUSES

Poor  supplies  to  Spaunton,  Appleton-le-Moors  and  Lastingham  were  experienced 
during  toe  month  of  June  when  a partial  blockage  of  the  oast  iron  ma-  between 
the  springs  and  the  reservoir  resulted  in  insufficient  water  “^rtton^HoIe  ' 
Sections  of  main  between  the  springs  and  the  roadway  leading  — - J ' , 

to  Rosedale  Chimney  were  redded  and  after  this  work  had  boon  carried  out  sufficient 
water  entered  the  Reservoir  to  cope  with  demand  and  also  to  raise  the  level  of 
water  in  the  reservoir  l'O"  per  day. 


The  necessity  to  carry  out  this  emergency  work  at  the  expense  of  other  antics 
further  emphasised  the  need  for  a full-time  water  kaliff  together  with  a labour,  .

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A scheme  of  this  nature  is  quite  naturally  an  expensive  item  and  has  given 
much  thought  not  only  with  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  works  hut  also  with 
regard  to  the  site  eventually  chosen.  If  the  site  of  the  exsting  works  had  been 
used  it  would  have  been  neceasary  to  pump  all  sewage  through  the  works.  In  a com- 
bined sewer  where  a large  quantity  of  rainwater  can  gain  access  it  is  undesirable  to 
have  to  pump  at  all  for  both  the  original  cost  of  the  pumps  together  with  the  cost  of 
pumping  are  with  us  for  ever. 

These  new  works  will  be  constructed  so  as  to  allow  fall  through  the  site  but  it 
will  be  necessary  to  pump  sludge  from  the  settlement  tanks  to  the  drying  beds  and 
also  to  pump  sewage  from  Kirby  Mills  to  the  works.  This  pumping  cannot  be  avoided 
but  represents  only  a small  percentage  of  the  total  flow  through  the  works. 

JOINT  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewage  from  Nawton  and  Womb let on  continues  to  be  treated  at  the  Sewage 
disposal  works  originally  constructed  for  the  Wombleton  aerodrome.  These  works 
also  treat  the  effluent  from  the  villages  of  Harome  and  Beadlam  in  the  Helmsley 
Rural  District. 

All  the  foul  drains  from  properties  at  Nawton  are  connected  to  the  new  sewer  and 
several  at  Wombleton  are  similarly  connected.  It  is  hoped  that  a scheme  will  be  prepared 
in  the  coming  year  for  the  connection  of  existing  foul  drains  at  Wombleton  which  at 
present  discharge  into  the  old  sewer-s. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  paragraphs  the  only  villages  provided  with 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  are  Kirkbymoorside , Nawton  and  Wombleton.  Kirkby- 
moorside  is  to  have  new  disposal  works  constructed  aft  r which  the  three  parishes 
referred  to  will  be  adequately  sewered.  In  all  other  parts  of  the  District  it  is 
necessary  for  septic  tanks  to  be  constructed  where  it  is  intended  to  provide  W.C's 
etc..  The  siting  of  those  tanks  in  some  cases  where  a minimum  of  yard  space  is 
available  is  not  always  ideal  but  complaints  of  the  tanks  themselves  causing  a 
nuisance  are  very  few. 


Complaints  are  received  regularly  however  concerning  the  outlets  of  such  tanks 
where  these  have  been  allowed  in  the  past  to  discharge  directly  into  a gutter. 

Similar  complaints  are  made  also  where  the  outlets  from  septic  tanks  together  with  waste 
water  from  houses  without  modem  amenities  and  also  drainage  from  farms  are  allowed  to 
discharge  into  gutters.  In  villages  the  answer  is  to  construct  new  sewers  and  disposal 
works  and  in  other  parts  it  would  seem  that  land  irrigation  is  the  most  satisfactory 
method  of  disposal. 

This  problem  is  under  consideration  and  it  is  hoped  that  a list  showing 
priorities  will  be  prepared  with  the  ultimate  object  of  one  scheme  following 
another  until  completion. 


Almost  all  new  schemes  of  drainage  are  prepared  by  the  Architect  or  Builder 
after  consultation  with  this  Department  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  a good 
sound  job  incorporating  the  best  principles  of  design  and  construction  allowing 
always  for  the  peculiarity  of  the  site. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  conversion  of  conservancy  type  closets 
to  the  water  carriage  system.  Standard  grants  have  proved  popular  for  this  type  of 
work  but  several  applicationswere  approved  for  assistance  in  the  form  of  £10 
conversion  grants.  19  o"  the  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted  to  water 
carriage  systems  during  the  year  and  one  was  installed  ir/new  house,. 

Public  Cleansing 

Three  tips  continue  to  be  used  for  refuse  disposal.  These  are  Cockerill 
Quarry  near  Wombleton,  Kirkdale  Howl  Tip  near  Starfitts  Lane  and  Highfield 
Lane  Tip,  Nawton.  Much  work  was  done  during  the  year  to  imjjrove  the  condition 
of  the  roadway  to  Cockerill  Quarry  and  although  greatly  improved  there  is  ample 
roadway  which  could  still  receive  loads  of  rubble.  If  such  rubble  is  not  forth- 
coming from  the  building  industry  or  elsewhere  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  a 
quantity  of  stone  from  one  of  the  local  quarries. 

/Kirkbymoor sid e 
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Kirkb’-moorside , Womb le ton,  Lawton  and  Welburn  receive  weekly  collections  of 
refuse  with  other  parishes  having  a collection  once  each  fortnight  except  Farndale 
(once  monthly)  and  ransdale  which  as  yet,  ‘has  not  had  a collection.  It  is  hoped 
to  he  able  to  provide  a collection  service  in  Eransdale  on  similar  lines  to  that 
for  Farndale  during  the  coming  year. 

The  4 ton  Bedford  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  is  still  in  vse  and  although  not 
suffering  from  breakdowns  the  visits  to  the  garage  are  becoming  more  numerous. 

It  is  thought  that  after  perhaps  another  year  of  service  the  Council  should  consider 
having  a reconditioned  engine  fitted. 

The  cost  of  Public  Cleansing  during  the  year  was  £2,19B. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Crown  Square,  Kirkbymoorside  do  not  have  a full 
time  attendant  nor  could  one  be  justified.  This  arrangement  gives  ample  scope 
for  damage  to  be  committed  by  persons  unknown  and  although  a reward  of  £2  is 
offered  for  information  leading  to  a conviction,  no  such  information  has  been 
forthcoming.  Most  of  the  damage  occurs  in  the  Gentlemen's  conveniences  especially 
to  the  doors  and  locks  of  the  ’'MC.  compartments.  In  view  of  the  small  amount  of 
money  obtained  from  these  two  T7.C ' s it  may  be  more  economical  to  remove  the  coin 
locks  from  the  doors  and  permit  free  entry. 

Receipts  from  these  conveniences  during  the  year  ’were  £20.  11.  2. 

During  the  year  the  car  park  and  public  conveniences  provided  by  the  North 
Riding  County  Council  at  Low  Mills,  Farndale  were  brought  into  use.  Although 
their ’ existence  was  unknown  to  many  people  it  soon  became  obvious  that  these 
facilities  would  provide  much  needed  accommodation  not  only  during  the  daffodil 
season  but  throughout  the  whole  of  the  slimmer. 

The  responsibility  for  cleansing  these  conveniences  rests  with  this  Council 
but  the  maintenance  is  carried  out  under  orders  from  the  Worth  Riding  County  Council. 

It  is  possible  to  think  of  other  places  in  the  District  ‘.'here  the  provision 
of  these  amenities  would  be  welcomed.  Although  having  received  such  favourable  \ 

consideration  in  this  instance  and  knowing  that  other  sites  in  the  National  Park  Area 
need  to  be  considered  it  is  still  necessary  to  press  the  case  of  such  as  Hutton- 
le-Hole,  where  visitors  are  present  each  day  of  the  week  in  summer  time. 


Shops 

No  statutory  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement 

The  only  premises  in  the  District  where  any  appreciable  amount  of  smoke  may  be 
discharged  are  the  works  at  S-  ineherdlane,  Kirkbymoorside  of  Messrs  Kirby  Bricks 
Ltd.  The  management  have  always  been  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  Department  in 
attempting  to  restrict  the  discharge  of  smoke  or  dust  to  a minimum. 

As  opportunities  arise,  householders  are  encouraged  to  instal  appliances 
which  are  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel  or  may  readily  be  converted. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  public  baths  or  swimming  pools  in  the  district. 

Rodent  Control 

It  has  been  found  that  the  arrangement  whereby  one  Rodent  Control  Operative 
is  employed  jointly  with  the  Holmsley  Rural  District  Council  not  only  gives  an 
efficient  service  but  also  allows  this  Council  to  carry  out  its  duties  under  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1549  at  a reasonable  cost. 

All  manholes  on  the  Kirkbymoorside,  Nawton  and  Wombleton  sewers  were  again 


/ prebaited 
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prebaited  during  the  year  and  those  manholes  which  rere  found  to  be  infested  were 
later  revisited  and  poison  laid. 

The  Sewage  disposal  works  and  the  refuse  tips  have  been  visited  at  frequent 
intervals  and  any  necessary  action  taken.  Treatment  of  any  infestations  found  has 
invariably  been  carried  out  by  the  use  of  Warfarin. 

377  visits  of  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  any  infestations 
discovered  received  the  appropriate  treatment. 

The  sum  of  £86.  0.  2.  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  at  private  premises.

Schools 


The  existing  conservancy  type  closets  at  Gillamoor  school  were  converted  to 
water  closets  during  the  year.  Drainage  from  these  new  W.C.'s,  had  to  receive 
treatment  by  septic  tank  which  naturally  adds  greatly  to  the  cost.
